S^^ — I  beg  to  enoloae  herewith  a  reviaed  edition  of  Bulletin  W^o. 
41,  which  I  recommend  be  pnbliehed.  When  the  original  edition  of 
this  Bulletin  was  prepared  in  1914  the  co-operative  shipping  of  live 
stock  was  practically  unknown  in  Canada.  Following  the  publication 
of  the  Bnlletin  nine  co-operative  associations  in  Saskatchewan  under- 
took co-operative  live  stock  marketing  during  1914,  disposing  of  a  total 
of  80  car  loads  that  season.  From  this  small  beginning  the  oo-open- 
tive  system  of  marketing  has  spread  to  all  parts  of  the  prairie  prov- 
inces so  that  during  the  year  just  closed  upwards  of  4,000  et^perative 
shipments  were  disposed  of  on  the  Union  Stock  Yards  at  Winnipeg 
in  addition  to  hundreds  of  oars  at  other  markets. 

The  rtKient  establishment  of  the  Co-operative  Stock  Yards  at 
Moose  .Taw  and  Prince  Albert  will  open  a  still  larger  field  to  the  move- 
ment. There  are  still  many  districts  in  Saskatchewan  in  which  the 
benefits  derived  from  co-operative  shipping  are  unknown.  It  is  the 
purpose  of  this  Bulletin  to  bring  to  these  districts  a  knowledge  of  these 
benefits  and  supply  up  to  date  information  in  regard  to  present  stock 
marketing  facilities.

STOCK  MARKETING  ASSOCIATIONS  AND  THEIR 
ADVANTAGES. 

A  co^rative  stock  marketing  association  is  simply  an  organisa- 
tion through  which  the  fanners  in  a  district  unite  to  make  up  car  lots  of 
live  stock  which  are  then  forwarded  to  some  central  market  to  be  wld 
where  competitive  bidding  is  assured,  the  proceeds  from  the  sale,  less 
the  managers  commission  and  all  necessary  expense,  being  distributed

The  advantages  of  this  method  of  marketing  may  be  briefly  enum- 
erated as  follows: 

1.  It  eliminates  the  local  or  travelling  buyers,  with  the  attendant 
duplication  of  work  and  the  heavy  expense  for  salaries,  livery 
hire,  ete.,  which  their  operations  entail.

4.  The  amall  producer  ia  plaeed  in  a  poaition  to  oommand  the 
name  pri<<ea  aa  the  fanner  having  a  ear  lot  or  more  for  aale. 

A.  Working  together  with  otbera  who  are  producing  under  the 
•aine  conditiona  aa  themaelvea,  the  membera  in  the  aaaoeiation 
bflcome  enthuaed  with  a  apirit  of  friendlj  rivalry  and  are 
inapireil  to  put  forth  every  effort  to  produce  high  claaa  atock 
which  will  bring  in  the  beat  retuma. 

6.  A  number  of  marlceting  aaaociationa  having  been  org^niied  in 
adjacent  towna  along  a  given  line  of  railway  and  ehipping 
on  the  aame  daya  will  be  able  to  secure  apecial  atook  traina  to 
convey  their  ahipmenta  to  the  central  marketa,  thereby  reduc- 
ing the  time  required  to  move  the  stock  and  effecting  a  oon- 
•iderable  reduction  in  ahrinkage,  which  reaulta  in  a  direct 
^ain  to  the  shipper.  Incidentally  it  may  be  mentioned  that 
shipments  made  aa  above  outlined  can  be  handled  much  more 
economically  by  the  railway  company  than  if  forwarded  in 
the  oidinary  haphazard  manner. 


THE  LIVE  STOCK  INDUSTRY  IF  SASKATCHEWAN. 

Much  thouffht  and  energy  haa  been  expended  in  an  pfTort  to  build 
up  the  live  »tock  industry  in  this  province.  In  the  early  days  ranching 
wu  the  principal  business  of  the  west,  but  with  the  n-lvent  of  railways 
settlers  flocked  into  the  country,  grain  growing;  was  introdmeed  and  haa 
now  almost  entirely  replaced  the  ranching  ii  iistry.  Kxelanivf  ?rain 
growing,  however,  has  never  been  found  e'v  let  a  aatiK.tK-toif  per- 
manent system  of  agriculture,  and  scientist^t  uave  long  since  d«ir.  strat- 
«d  that  live  stock  have,  >f  necessity,  a  place  on  every  well  or|i»9Biaed 
farm.  Our  people  have  not  been  slow  to  grasp  this  fact  and  !>('  pKwivin- 
cial  government  has  expended  no  inconsiderable  sum  of  monf  n  an 
effort  to  aid  in  building  up  our  live  stock  indrntry  on  a  goi 
A  large  number  of  pure  bred  sires  have  been  brought  into  tti< 
and  sold  to  the  farmers  at  cost,  high  class  females  have  been  .  irt 

by  the  car  load  and  sold  on  credit  terms,  substantial  grants  lia\  ^n 
made  to  the  agrioultural  societies  and  fair  boards  of  the  provino,  ^ad 
every  effort  has  been  made  to  encoiirage  the  production  of  large  nnmt  -« 
of  live  stock. 

Notwithstanding  the  activity  of  the  government,  the  exception, 
Buitability  of  our  country  to  stock  raising  and  the  natural  apiitiui 
which  many  of  our  people  have  for  the  business,  the  number  of  livp 
8to<k  in  the  province  has  not  increased  in  proportion  to  the  increase  in 
popnlatitm.  That  this  ia  ao  ia,  no  doubt,  partitUy  due  to  the  unf avourallr 
conditiona  under  which  many  of  our  farmers  are  marketing  their  stock, 
and  until  some  improvement  is  made  in  this  connection  little  permanent

lender  our  prmnt  tyitem,  apart  from  co<>perhtivo  ahippinir,  there 
•re  but  tw.,  way.  in  which  a  far.  er  with  an  average  anmunt  of  .tock 
can  ditpoio  of  hia  lurplua  animals.    He  can  wait  until   a  bntrhcr  or 
stock  buyer  comis  round  to  his  farm  and  makes  him  an  offer  for 
ins  stork  OP  he  can  take  the  animals  to  the  nearest   town   and   accept 
what  the  butoher,  or  buver,  will  give.     Tnder  either  circumstance, 
lie  IS  at  a  .lecideH  disadvantage.    The  butoher.  or  buyer,  is  always   in 
Close  touch  with  the  outside  market,  regarding  which  the  farmer  may 
have  but  scnty  information.    The  buyer,  are  experts  in  thoir  bu.inos.. 
heing  able  nt  u  glance  to  make  an  accurate  estimate  of    an    animal's 
weight  and  to  judge  to  a  nicety  just  how  much  it  will  dress  out,  how 
much  choice  meat  will  be  in  the  careasa.     The  farmer  has  no  particu- 
nr  knowledge  along  any  of  these  lines.     He  may  not  be  satisfied  that 
the  pnf»  oJTered  is  just,  but  he  knows  he  has  to  sell  the  animal;  that 
•e  can  do  better  elrowhero  is  uncertain,  and  rather  than  risk  a  possible 
loss  and  certain  delay  he  usually  accepts  the  price  offered.     Tt  is  trtie 
that  If  he  has  a  car  load  he  can  ship  to  somi  outside  market  where 
there  is  competitive  bidding,  but  the  average  farmer  cannot    how,   to 
aUrt  into  stock  keeping  with  a  large  number  of  animals.     So  long  a. 
he  has  only  three  or  four  cattle  or  a  doacn  bogs  to  offer  he  is  not  in  a 
position  to  obtain  top  prices  from  the  local  buyers  and  even  carload 
lota,  unlen  exceptionally  uniform  in  type  and  of  high  qualitv,  will  not 
bring  the  nest  returns. 

The  present  system  is  also  unduly  expensive  in  that  there  are  often 
four,  five  or  more  buyers  operating  in  one  locality.  These  men  drive 
about  from  farm  to  farm  picking  up  a  few  head  here  and  there,  several 
<la.vs  being  often  required  before  they  have  enough  to  fill  a  car.  This 
all  adds  to  the  cost  of  marketing,  for  the  salaries  of  these  men  and  the 
large  livery  bills  which  their  operations  entail  must  eventuallv  \w  borne 
by  the  stock  producers.  One  man,  centrally  located  and  having  the 
confidence  of  the  stockmen,  by  using  the  niral  telephone  can  handle 
all  the  stock  in  a  given  district  without  anv  ontlav  for  livery  and  if 
paid  a  commission  on  sales,  it  will  be  to  his  interest  to  keep"  in  close 
touch  with  market  conditions  in  all  the  market  centres  of  the  country 
so  that  he  can  sell  to  the  best  advantage. 


HOW  TO  ORGANISE  A  STOCK  f'lARKETING 
ASSOCIATION 


la  Tifrw  of  th«  faet  that  live  atoek  marketing  aaaociationa,  operating 
for  a  number  of  yeara,  will  accumulate  a  oonaiJerable  rowrve  fund, 
and  alao  becauae  railway  oompaniea  and  othera  would  prefer  to  do  buai- 
neaa  with  aaaociationa  having  legnl  at^tua,  it  would  be  adviaable  for  auch 
aaaociationa  to  incorporate  n*-  .  The  Agricultural  Co-operativn  Aaao- 
ciationa Act.  The  feci  for  :  ::  i<i  '  iion  under  thia  Act  amount  to  $4.60, 
and  incorporation  under  it  •■  ^  not  onlj  give  the  aaaociationa  legal 
atanding,  but  aa  all  ooncema  incorporated  under  thia  Act  are  n>quired 
to  conduct  their  bncineaa  under  a  aet  of  atandard  bvlawa  it  would  inaure 
uniformity  in  organ iaation.  Thia  would  facilitate  federation  nhould  a 
number  of  marketing  aaaociationa  later  deaire  to  form  a  central  aelling 
agency.  Copiea  of  The  Agricultural  Co-operative  Aaaociationa  Act, 
the  atanJard  bylawa,  and  auch  aupplemental  bylawa  aa  would  be  r»> 
quired  for  the  regulation  of  a  live  atock  marketing  aaaociation  can  be 
obtained,  upon  requeat,  from  the  Director,  Co-operative  Organiaation, 
Department  of  Agriculture,  Regina.  Information  regarding  freight 
ratea,  marketr,  etc.,  can  alao  be  obtain'sd  from  the  aame  aonree,  the  aer> 
vicea  of  the  Co-operative  Organiaation  Branch  being  at  all  timea  at  the 
diar>oaal  of  peraona  deairoua  of  organiaing  any  kind  of  practical  agricul- 
tural co-operative  aaaociation. 

If, '  7ev  'r,  the  aaaociation  nurpoaee  operating  rithout  capital  and 
iutenda  '  'ining  ita  actMtiea  entirely  to  the  aale  of  live  atock  it  would 
vol  be  a'  .  utely  neoeaaary  to  have  it  incorporated.  Perhapa  aeareity 
of  fnrida,  uncertainty  aa  to  the  duration  of  die  aaaociation  or  other  rea- 
sons might  make  it  inadvisable  ^o  incorporate.  This  is  a  detail  which, 
«  h:i«  important,  is  not  vital  to  the  auoceaa  of  the  movement. 

In  any  event,  the  firat  atep  would  be  for  a  number  of  thoae  intereat- 
ed  to  gather  data  in  regard  to  available  marketa  and  the  cost  of  convey- 
ing their  animals  to  thoae  markets.  Then  if  it  is  found  that  the  spread 
between  the  prices  on  the  central  marketa  and  thoae  offered  by  the  local 
buyers  is  unduly  large,  a  meeting  of  all  the  stockmen  in  the  district 
should  be  called.  The  data  which  has  been  gathered  should  bo  laid 
before  them  and  if  possible  an  agreement  reached  to  organise  n  live 
stock  marketing  association  through  which  all  live  stock  in  the  district 
shall  be  marketed. 

The  question  of  incorporating  the  association  should  then  be  dis- 
cussed, and  if  it  is  decided  to  have  the  aaaociation  registered  the  neces- 
sary forms  should  be  secured  from  the  Director,  ''  -operative  Organisa- 
tion Branch,  Department  of  Agriculture,  Regina.  If  the  association 
is  not  to  be  incorporated,  a  constitution  and  bylaws  should  be  drawn  up 
and  signed  by  all  of  the  members.  The  following  constitution  and  by- 
laws, with  perhapa  a  few  alterations,  will  prove  suitable  for  any  co- 
operative live  stock  marketing  aaaociation.

Abtiou  7. — ^Euonoirs: 

(1)  Voting — ^At  all  meetings  of  the  uaociation  each  member  in 
good  standing  shall  have  one  vote  and  a  majori^  vote  of  the  members 
present  shall  decide  all  questions. 

(2)  Eligibility— Any  member  in  good  standing  shall  be  eligible 
to  be  elected  as  a  director  of  the  association. 

(8)  Nomination  and  Election  of  Directors— Candidates  for  the 
position  of  director  shall  be  nominated  openly  at  the  annual  meeting, 
and  shall  be  elected  by  secret  ballot 

Abticli  8. — OvncsBs: 

(1)  Board  of  Direetora— At  the  first  general  meeting  a  board  of 
six  directors  shall  be  elected  by  and  from  the  members  of  the  association. 
Two  directors  shall  be  elected  to  hold  office  until  the  first  annual  meet- 
ing. Two  directors  shall  be  elected  to  hold  office  until  the  second  annual 
meeting  and  the  remaining  directors  shall  hold  office  until  the  third 
annual  meeting.  At  each  annual  meeting  two  directors  shall  be  elected 
to  replace  the  retiring  directors.  Directors  so  elected  at  any  annual 
meeting  shall  hold  office  for  three  years. 

(2)  O^^crs— The  presiding  officers  of  the  association  shall  be  a 
president  and  vice  president,  and  these  shall  be  elected  by  the  directors 
from  among  their  own  number  at  the  first  board  meeting  after  the  annual 
meeting  and  shall  hold  office  until  the  next  annual  meeting. 

(3)  ^Zec«on  o/ ilti<i»<or— At  the  first  general  meeting  of  the  assoc- 
iation, and  subsequently  at  each  annual  meeting  a  competent  auditor 
shall  be  elected  by  the  members. 

(4)  Vaeanciea — If  the  office  of  the  auditor  shall  become  vacant 
or  a  vacancy  shall  occur  in  the  board  of  directors  such  vacancy  may  be 
filled  by  the  directors,  but  any  person  so  appointed  shall  retain  his  office 
only  so  long  as  the  vacating  auditor,  or  director,  would  have  retained 
the  same  if  no  vacancy  had  occurred. 

(6)  Removal  of  Direetora— The  association  at  any  annual  meet- 
ing, or  at  any  special  meeting  duly  called  for  that  purpose,  may  by  a 
special  resolution,  indorsed  by  a  majority  of  the  members,  remove  any 
director  before  the  expiration  of  his  period  of  office,  and  may  by  an  or- 
dinary resolution  appoint  another  person  in  his  stead;  the  person  so 
appointed  shall  hold  office  during  such  time  only  as  the  director  in 
whose  place  he  is  appointed  would  have  held  the  same  if  he  had  not 
Iteen  removed. 

AbTICLE  9. POWIBS  AHD  PboOXDUBX  of  DntXCTOBS: 

(1)  Powera  of  Direetora— The  directors  shall  have  the  general 
management  and  control  of  the  business  and  property  of  the  association.

The  preudent  shall  preside  at  all  meetings.  He  shall  call  meetings 
of  the  board  and  of  the  association  whenever  necessary  and  shall  advise 
with  and  render  such  assistance  to  the  manager  as  may  be  in  his  power. 
Bi  the  absence  of  the  president,  the  vice-president  shall  have  and  exer- 
cise all  the  rights  and  powers  of  the  president. 

AsnoLs  11. — ^AppourriaNT  akd  Dutixs  of  thm  Manaoxb: 

The  directors  shall  appoint  as  business  manager  a  person  qnalified 
for  the  position  who  may,  or  may  not,  be  a  member  of  the  board  of  direc- 
tors. He  shall  keep  a  record  of  the  proceedings  at  all  meetings  of  the 
association,  and  of  the  board  of  directors,  and  shall  also  perform  such 
special  duties  as  are  assigned  to  him  by  the  bylaws  of  the  association. 
His  remuneration  shall  be  fixed  from  time  to  time  by  bylaw  of  the  assoc- 
iation. The  manager  shall  furnish  such  security  as  may  be  required  by 
the  board  of  directors. 

AbTICLB  12. DCTtlS  OF  THB  AtJDITOB: 

At  the  close  of  every  calendar  year  and  prior  to  the  holding  of  the 
annual  meeting  of  the  association,  the  books  of  the  association  shall  be 
closed  and  the  auditor  shall  have  access  to  all  the  books  and  accounts 
of  the  association,  and  shall  examine  the  general  statement  of  the  re- 
ceipts and  expenditures,  funds  and  effects  of  the  association,  and  verify 
the  same  with  tho  accounts  and  vouchers  relating  thereto,  and  shall 
either  sign  the  same  as  found  by  him  to  be  correct,  duly  vouched  and  in 
accordance  with  the  law,  or  specially  report  to  the  association  in  what 
respect  he  found  any  entry  or  account  to  be  incorrect,  unvouched  or  not 
m  accordance  with  the  law. 

Article  13. — Amenomxitts  : 

Amendments  to  this  constitution  may  be  made  by  a  two-thirds  vote 
of  the  members  present  at  any  regular  or  special  meeting  of  the  assoc- 
iation, provided  that  due  notice  of  the  meeting  has  been  given  as  pro- 
vided for  m  section  3  of  article  6. 

Article  14. — Bylaws: 

•  Bylaws  governing  the  operations  of  this  association  may  be  made 
from  time  to  time  in  the  manner  prescribed  for  making  amendments  to 
this  constitution. 

SuoomsTED  Btlaws^ 

1.  Manager  to^e  notified  re  stock  ready  for  shipment— AM  mem- 
bers who  desire  to  market  stock  through  the  association  shall  reoort.  to 
the  manager  the  kinds  of  stock  and  the  number  of  each  kind  which  they 
intend  marketing,  and  approximately  the  time  when  the  animals  will 
be  fit  to  be  marketed. 

,  .  ?.  Ordering  Car  and  Loading— When  a  sufficient  amount  of  live 
stock  to  make  a  full  carload  has  been  reported  as  being  ready  for  market 
the  manager  shall  order  a  car  and  notify  each  member  having  stock 
listed,  stating  the  date  and  honrs  at  which  the  stock  is  to  be  delivered 
for  loading. 
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3.  Special  Dvtie*  of  Manager — In  addition  to  the  duties  aasigned 
him  by  the  constitution  or  other  bylaws  of  this  association  the  manager 
shall  be  at  the  stock  yard  on  the  dates  and  at  the  hours  set  for  the  de- 
livery of  stock,  and  shall  receive,  weigh,  mark  and  load  the  animals  on 
the  cars.  He  shall  have  charge  of  and  direct  tue  sale  of  all  shipments 
and  receive  all  moneys  therefor  and  pay  the  same  to  the  shippers,  less 
his  commission  and  all  other  expenses  incurred  in  making  the  shipment 
or  when  so  directed  shall  send  the  money  by  mail  to  the  shippers.  He 
shall  furnish  a  statement  to  every  shipper  showing  the  net  weight,  price 
received  and  expenses  incurred  in  marketing  his  consignment.  He  shall 
keep  on  file  all  statements  received  from  the  commission  firm  selling 
the  stock  and  shall  keep  a  record  showing  the  number  of  oars  shipped 
and  the  amount  of  stock  in  such  cars. 

4.  Manager's  Bemuneraiion — The  manager  shall  receive  as  oom- 

Iiensation  for  his  services  a  commission  of „___.  cents  per  hundred 

pounds  on  the  net  weight  at  the  final  market  of  all  stock  marketed 
through  the  association,  from  which  commission  he  shall  pay  for  all 
extra  help  employed  to  assist  in  handling  or  loading  the  stock,  and  also 
defray  any  travelling  expenses  incurred  in  marketing  the  shipments; 
he  shall,  however,  have  the  right  to  charge  for  any  outlay  for  feed, 
bedding,  materials  needed  to  make  partitions  to  separate  the  stock  in 
the  cars,  etc.,  said  amounts  to  be  charged  against  the  consignments  on 
whose  account  they  were  incurred. 

5.  Insurance  and  Sinking  Fund — Out  of  the  receipts  from  the  sale 
of  every  shipment  there  shall  be  deducted cents  (3  cents  sug- 
gested) on  every  hundred  potmds  in  weight  of  hogs  or  sheep  and 

cents  (2  cen&  suggested)  on  every  hundred  pounds  of  cattle  and  the 
amounts  so  deducted  shall  be  placed  in  such  chartered  bank  as  the 
(l.rectors  may  direct  and  shall  constitute  a  fund  which  shall  be  used  for 
paying  losses  that  may  occur  through  injury  to  stock  while  in  the  assoc- 
iation's hands,  or  to  purchase  office  supplies,  postage  stamps,  or  such 
equipment  as  the  association  may  require. 

6.  Payment  for  Stock  Injured  in  Transit — Any  shipper  whose 
stock  has  been  accidentally  injured  while  in  the  hands  of  the  association 
shall  receive  the  full  amount  for  the  same  as  though  it.  had  not  been  in- 
jured, and  shall  be  subject  ^o  the  regular  rates  of  expense  on  the  ship- 
ment. The  payment  of  damages  shall  be  based  on  a  statement  made  bv 
the  commission  firm  having  charge  of  the  sale  of  the  shipment,  which 
statement  p'  11  show  the  amount  received  for  the  injured  animal  and  the 
amount,  in  their  opinion,  which  it  would  have  brought  had  it  not  been 
injured.  This  statement  shall  be  the  final  basis  for  the  settlement.  Xo 
damage  shall  be  paid  for  an  animal  that  was  not  in  a  healthy  condition 
when  received  at  the  local  yards  by  the  manager. 

7.  Sale  of  Stock  for  Nonmemhers — Animals  will  be  accepted  from 
and  sold  for  nonmembers  upon  the  same  conditions  as  if  supplied  by 
members,  except  that  double  insurance  fees  will  be  charged  on  all  such 
animals. 

8.  Dates  of  Shipment — Sufficient  stock  being  available,  shipments 
shall  be  made  at  regular .^intervals. 
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N.B.— The  xnanagsr'i  onrnmunoii  should,  we  feel,  be  tet  at  lome 
tmonnt  between  six  and  twelve  cents  per  hundred  pounds.  The  exact 
jmount  will  vary  with  the  dutanoe  fr«m  the  mark^ing  point  and  J 
volume  of  business  to  be  handled.  The  shorter  the  distkn«5e  and  the 
greater  the  amonnt  of  businpss  the  smaller  will  be  the  commiMion  re- 
quired to  make  the  work  profitable  to  the  manager.

SHIPPING  RECORD  ENVELOPE. 

The  shipping  record  envelope  (Form  4)  i?  used  for  the  double 
purpoM  of  filing  the  papers  relating  to  the  shipmeni  so  that  th.jy  will 
be  eaaily  accessible  at  any  time  and  of  providing  a  form  giving  full 
iMormation  concerning  the  shipment  When  the  account  sales  has 
been  received  from  the  commission  firm  selling  the  stock  the  data  which 
It  contains  are  transferred  to  the  form  on  the  shipment  envelope  where 
the  number  of  each  kind  of  animals  represented  in  the  shipment  is  set 
down  together  with  the  home  weight,  the  market  weight  and  the  per- 
oentage  of  shrinkage.  The  amounts  of  the  different  items  of  ezp^ 
sre  then  set  down  beside  their  respective  items  on  the  shipment  envelope 
in  the  amount  column  and  the  charge  per  hundred  weight  on  each  of 
these  IS  prorated  under  the  respective  kinds  of  animals  in  the  ship 
ment.  The  addition  of  these  hundred  weight  charges  would  then  give 
the  total  hundred  weight  charge  against  each  class  of  animal  which  is 
used  •■  «  bans  prorated  upon  the  member's  account  sales.  At  the 
bottom  of  this  form  are  shown  the  net  returns  on  the  shipment  and  the 
home  expenses  and  deductions.  T  e  difference  between  these  gives 
the  total  amount  to  be  remitted  to  members.  A  notation  at  the  side 
Jhows  the  date  of  the  »«mittance  and  the  number  of  statements  covered 
by  the  remittance.

SELECTING  A   MARKET 


A  iMrketing  MMoiation  operaUng  in  an  ordinnry  until  town  in 
tbb  proTiuoe  wiU  find  that  prMticallj  all  of  ito  atosk  muat,  of  neoea- 
aity,  be  aent  to  aome  market  The  local  bntohen  ma;  require  a  limited 
amount  for  home  oonaumption  and  thia  the  aaaoeiation  would  be  wiae 
^  to  provide,  to  long  aa  a  ear  lot  oould  be  made  up  without  the  atock, 
and  the  butchers  were  prepared  to  pay  a  price  which  waa  in  accord 
with  that  obtainable  elaewhere. 

. .  B«'o»»  definitely  aeleoting  a  market  the  manager  should  acquaint 
himself  with  the  conditions  prevailing  on  all  of  the  markets  within 
reuonable  ahipping  distance,  the  capacity  of  the  varioua  stock  yards 
and  of  the  abattoirs  at  each  marketing  centre,  the  fees  charged  at  each 
point  for  weighing,  yardage  and  feed,  whether  stock  is  sold  as  weighed 
from^the  car  or  after  being  fed  and  watered,  the  names  and  standins 
of  the  ▼anous  commission  firms  and  the  foes  charged  for  selling. 
These  and  other  detaila  will  all  have  an  influence  on  the  returns 
received. 

The  manager  ahould  ascertain  the  freight  rate  from  his  station  to 
Mch  of  the  marketo.  This  information  can  be  had  upon  request  from 
the  local  agents  of  the  railway  companies.  He  should  also  get  data 
as  to  the  relative  distance  to  each  and  the  probable  time  which  it  would 
take  shipments  to  reach  them.  From  this  he  could  determine  the 
probable  shnnkage  during  transit  and  the  cost  of  feed  and  water  en 
route.  These  are  very  important  considerations  when  stock  has  to  be 
transported  long  distances. 

The  following  data  in  regard  to  markets  in  Saskatchewan  and 
etaewhere  have  been  compiled  from  authoritative  sources  and  should  be 
of  assistance  to  associations  in  selecting  a  satisfactory  market : 

MARKETS  IN  SASKATCHEWAN. 

At  the  1918  session  of  the  Provincial  Legislature  acts  were  passed 
providing  for  the  organisation  of  two  co^)perative  stock  yard  companies. 
Under  these  acta  stock  yards  have  been  established  at  Moose  Jaw  to 
aerve  as  a  home  market  for  the  stock  producers  in  Southern  Saskat- 
chewan and  other  yards  have  been  provided  at  Prince  Albert  to  serve 
a  like  purpose  for  the  stockmen  of  the  Northern  sections  of  the  pro- 
vince. Both  of  these  yards  are  now  in  operation  and  buyers  from 
outside  points  as  well  as  from  the  local  abattoirs  are  operating  on  the 

In  addition  to  furnishing  a  home  market  for  finished  stock  these 
yards  are  filling  a  long  felt  need  inasmuch  as  they  provide  a  convenient 
market  at  which  feeder  stock  can  be  obtained.  In  the  past  when  the 
Saskatchewan  farmer  wished  to  purchase  anch  stock  it  has  been  neces- 
sary to  patronise  the  Winnipeg  or  other  markets,  but  the  establishment 
of  the  new  yards  has  eliminated  the  large  traveling  and  freight  ex-

A  public 
stock  yard  having  a  daily  capacity  of  125  cars  is  operated  by  the  Ed- 
monton Stock  Yards,  Ltd.  All  railways  have  access  to  these  yards  and 
Edmonton  freight  rates  include  delivery  at  the  yards  from  all  lines 
except  tJie  C.P.R.  which,  having  to  switch  in  over  the  C.X.R.,  charges 
a  switehing  rate  of  $2.50  per  car.  The  yardage  fees,  which  include  un- 
loading, weighing,  etc.,  are,  cattle  25c  per  head,  calves  10c  per  head, 
hogs  and  sheep  5c  per  head,  and  horses  25c.  Feed  is  supplied  at  vary- 
ing rates  based  on  the  wholesale  market  prices  for  the  preceding  month 
(See  Stock  Yard  Regulation  No.  16.) 

There  are  three  large  abattoirs  and  two  smaller  slaughter  houses 
operating  in  Edmonton.  These  have  a  weekly  capacity  of  approximately 
2,500  cattle,  8,500  hogs,  8,500  sheep.  At  present  there  are  four  com- 
mission firms  operating  on  the  Edmonton  Stock  Yards,  the  A.  J.  Hills 
&  Co.  H.  P.  Kennedy,  Ltd.,  Wood,  Weiller  &  McCarthy  Co.,  and  the 
United  Grain  Growers.  The  commission  rates  charged  for  selline  or 
buying  are,  cattle  $15.00  per  car,  hogs  $12.00  per  car,  sheep  $12.00  per 
single  deck  and  $20.00  per  double  deck  car. 

The  Dominion  Government  maintains  two  offices  on  the  stock 
yards,  one  for  the  Health  of  Animals  Branch  and  one  for  the  Markets 
Intelligence  Branch.

REGULATIONS  FOR  GOVERNMENT  CONTROL 
OF  STOCK  YARDS 

Under  tlie  provuions  of  the  Live  Stock  and  Live  Stock  Prodncta 
Act  puMd  at  the  1917  seauon  of  the  Dominion  Parliiiment,  proviMon 
u  made  that  all  public  atock  yards  in  Canada  shall  be  operated  nnder 
the  direction  of  the  Minister  of  Agriculturo  and  in  conformity  with 
^nations  to  be  prepared  by  the  Minister  aiid  approved  by  Order  in 

The  foUowing  rules  and  .  ^gulations  were  approved  by  Order  in 
Council  on  April  29,  1919,  and  apply  to  all  stock  yards  in  Canada. 

CONSTRUCTION  AND  EQUIPMENT. 

1.  Every  stock  yard  shall  be  constructed  and  equipped  to  provide 
adequate  accommodation  for  the  transaction  of  all  business  reasonably 
to  be  anticipated  with  convenience,  safety  and  despatch.  No  substantial 
altera  ion  or  addition  shall  be  made  in  or  to  anv  stock  yard  until  the 
approval  of  the  Minister  has  been  o^*•ined. 

2.  There  shall  be  provided  soAcient  platform  space,  unloading 
chutes  and  chutepens  to  permit  prompt,  safe  and  convenient  unloading 
and  loading. 

^  8.  There  shall  be  provided  reasonable  protection  for  live  stock 
against  weather  conditions. 

4.  There  shall  be  provided  windows  in  all  buildings  to  light  the 
same  by  day  and  there  shall  also  be  provided  artificial  light  by  ni^t. 

6.  There  shall  be  provided  running  water  for  live  stock  convenient- 
ly located  in  pens  and  stables. 

6.  There  shall  be  provided  accommodation  for  all  persons  having 
business  to  transact  at  the  yards. 

7.  There  shall  be  provided  office  accommodation  at  a  reasonable 
rental  to  commisaion  merchants,  dealers  and  buyers. 

8.  There  shall  be  provided  weigh  scales  with  a  type  register  beam. 

OPERATION  AND  MAINTENANCE. 

9.  Live  stock  shall  be  promptly  unloaded  upon  arrival  at  the  stock 
yards  by  the  proprietor,  unless  the  owner  or  his  agent  otherwise  directs, 
and  the  proprietor  shall  have  control  over  the  same  until  a  signed  re 
lease  is  given  by  the  owner  or  the  authorised  agent  of  the  owner.  When 
it  is  necessary  to  weigh  live  stock  for  purposes  of  freight  charges,  the 
same  shall  be  done  immediately  after  unloading.  Straight  car  loads 
shall  be  weighed  by  the  car  load  as  unloaded  but  in  the  case  of  mixed 
cars  the  different  kinds  of  stock  shall  be  weighed  and  yarded  separately. 

10.  A  certificate  showing  the  quantity,  out-turn  and  weig^*  of  con- 
t'  .ts  of  each  car  shall  be  supplied  by  the  proprietor  iramedi  j  the 
railway  company  to  establish  what  live  stock  or  other  gw  pro- 
prietor accepts  responsibility  for.     If  any  other  arrangemeu        made 
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between  the  shipper  of  the  live  ifbck  and  the  railwpjr  company  to  de 
termine  the  freight  charges  the  certificate  aforesaid  need  not  include 
weight 

11.  Live  stock  shall  be  handled  in  such  a  manner  a^  to  prevent  in- 
jury or  bruising. 

u  l^'  '^®.P">P"«*<""  ■'i""  take  charge  for  the  purchaser  of  the  stock 
sold,  from  the  time  the  scale  weight  of  the  stock  sold  is  registered  on  the 
scale  ucket  until  a  signed  release  is  given  by  the  owner  or  his  authorised 
agent 

13.  The  proprietor  shall  see  that  no  live  stock  suffers  from  want 
of  feed  or  water  while  iu  his  charge.  In  the  case  of  live  stock  to  be  fed 
for  maintenance  only,  the  proprietor  shall  supply  the  amount  of  feed 
prescribed  by  the  Live  Stock  Commissioner. 

14.  Live  stock  delivered  at  a  stock  yard  for  feed  and  rest  on 
through  billing  shall  be  fed  and  watered  with  due  regard  for  the  last 
time  of  feeding  and  next  probable  time  of  feeding. 

15.  The  proprietor  shall  keep  feed  of  good  quality  and  supplies  on 
hand  at  all  times. 

16.  Charges  for  feed  and  supplies  for  each  calendar  month  shall 
be  determined  by  adding  to  the  wholesale  market  price  for  the  preceding 
month  a  percentage  plus  a  fixed  charge  for  handling.  The  proprietor 
shall  file  with  the  Minister  not  later  than  the  tenth  dav  of  each  month  a 
statement  of  the  average  wholesale  market  pric^  of  "feed  and  supplies 
during  the  preceding  calendar  month  and  a  statement  of  the  charges  in 
force  during  the  current  "lonth.  This  statement  shall  be  supported  by 
such  documentary  or  other  evidence  as  the  Minister  may  require. 

17.  The  sale  weight-scales  shall  be  operated  by  weighmasters  ap- 
proved by  the  Minister. 

18.  Whenever  live  stock  is  sold  a  scale  ticket  shall  be  issued  by 
the  weighmaster  showing  the  date,  weight,  commission  merchant,  owner 
dealer,  buyer,  number  of  head,  class  of  stock  and  price. 

19.  In  the  case  of  stock  sold  by  the  head  the  itom  of  weight  may  be 
omitted  from  th-»  scale  ticket.  In  the  case  of  stock  sold  at  off^iar 
weights,  the  weight  given  must  be  verified  bv  filing  with  the  weigh- 
master the  off-car  weighticket  or  a  certified  copy  thereot. 

20.  Accommodntion  shall  always  be  given  to  stock  for  sale  or  in 
transit  in  preference  to  stock  for  storage  and  it  shall  be  the  dutv  of  the 
proprietor  to  see  that  the  stock  yard  is  not  used  for  the  storage'  of  live 
stock  to  the  disadvantage  of  stock  for  sale  or  in  transit. 

1       ^\  ^\®  proprietor  shall  insure  all  live  stock  in  the  vard  against 
loss  by  fire  by  means  of  a  blanket  policy. 

22.  Stock  yard  charges,  except  for  feed  and  supplies,  shall  be  in 
accordance  with  the  bylaws  as  required  by  section  7  (1)  nf  the  statute. 

23.  There  shall  be  kept  a  register  of  all  sales  of  live  stock  in  such 
lorm  as  the  Minister  may  from  time  to  tim?  prescribe  and  the  same 
shall  be  available  for  inspection  by  tho  public. 


24.  There  ihall  be  kept «  noord  of  aU  Uve  stock  raeeived  at  ■  etoek 
jtwt  end  the  dupontion  of  the  Mine  in  raoh  fonn  u  the  Miniater  may 
fwm  tune  to  tune  p^eaerib^  and  this  reoord  ahall  be  available  for  in- 
•PMtion  07  the  pablie. 

j,^  A**  ^^  proprietor  ahall  load  Uve  atook  into  eara  prenaied  and 
fitted  for  tranaportation  of  live  stock  in  accordance  with  writtm  instmc- 
toona  from  the  owner  or  anthoriaed  agent  of  the  owner,  and  the  charges 
tor  the  said  semoes  ahall  be  paid  by  such  owner,  but  nothing  in  this 
regulation  shall  prevent  the  owner  or  ahipper  of  pure  bred  stock  from 
preparing  and  fitting  his  own  cars  provided  that  the  regular  stock  yard 
service  is  not  interfered  with  thereby.  ' 

96.  The  proprietor  shall  not  permit  the  disposition  of  deads 
downers  or  cripples  in  the  yard,  except  under  the  authority  of  the 
Minister,  or  inspector. 

27.  The  proprietor  shall  be  responsible  for  the  construction 
equipment,  operation  and  maintenance  of  the  stock  yard  in  accordance 
with  the  above  regulations  and  shall  be  liable  on  summary  conviction  to 
a  tine  not  exceeding  one  hundred  dollara  or  to  imprisonment  for  a  term 
not  ezoeeding  three  months  or  to  both  fine  and  imprisonment  for  anv 
Oreacn  of  the  above  regulations. 

28.  "Proprietor"  shall  include  owner,  leasee,  occupier,  or  operator 
of  any  stock  yard,  whether  a  limited  company,  partnership  or  otherwise. 

COJfPLAINTS. 

1.  Complaints  shall  be  made  in  writing  to  the  Live  Stock  Commis- 
sioner and  shall  be  supported  by  such  evidence  as  may  be  available. 

2.  When  the  Commissioner  is  of  the  opinion  that  there  are  suf- 
ficient grounds  for  doing  so,  he  may  order  an  investigation,  and  shall 
thereupon  notify  the  person,  firm  or  company  complained  of,  by  reg- 
istered mail,  of  the  nature  of  the  complaint,  and  the  investigation  may 
thereupon  be  proceeded  with,  by  the  Commissioner  or  by  some  person 
appointed  by  the  Minister  of  Agriculture  to  conduct  the  same.  Each 
party  shall  be  given  ample  opportunity  for  presenting  his  side  of  the 
case. 

3.  The  person  holding  the  investigation  shall  have  power  to  call 
for  any  books,  papers  or  documents  in  the  possession  or  control  of  either 
or  both  of  the  said  parties  and  to  examine  and  investigate  the  same. 

4.  A  copy  of  the  decision  or  find  shall  be  delivered  or  sent  by 
registered  mail  to  each  party  and  a  copy  shall  also  be  filed  with'tfie 
Minister  of  Agriculture. 

8.  In  any  case  in  which  it  is  found  that  the  membership  of  any 
commission  merohant  or  member  of  a  Live  Stock  Exchange  should  be 
cancelled  or  otherwise  dealt  with,  a  copy  of  the  decision  or  find  shall 
also  be  sent  to  the  Live  Stock  Exchange  of  which  such  person  is  a  mem- 
ber or  under  which  he  hold  his  membenhip. 


POINTS  REGARDING  SHIPPING 

The  ^oUowbg  bfonrutioB  nprding  shippiiig  ngnlatioiu  appIiM 

GENERAL. 

Shippen  ihonld  order  can  from  their  nearest  itation  agent,  if  poe- 
aible,  two  or  three  daya  before  they  are  required,  being  careful  to 
state  the  kind  and  rite  required. 

Stock  ia  earned  in  two  ways:  At  the  railway's  risk,  subject  to  the 
tems  and  conditions  of  their  standard  bill  of  lading;  and  ut  owner's 
risk,  subject  to  a  special  live  stock  contract  Shippers  when  loading 
stock  must  specify  under  which  condition  they  desire  to  ship  and 
secure  either  eontracU  or  bills  of  lading.  The«)  documents  are  essential 
to  prove  ownership  and  to  secure  transportation  for  attendants. 

Shipments  of  live  stock  cannot  be  consigned  "to  the  order  of,"  but 
may  be  consigned  to  the  shipper  and  direction  given  that  a  commission 
firm,  or  other  party,  be  notified  of  their  arrival. 

Large  and  small  animals  shipped  together  in  the  same  »3ar  must  be 
kept  separate  by  partitions,  put  up  by  shippers  at  their  own  expense 
and  nsk  as  to  sufllciency  or  otherwise.  This  rule  does  not  applv  to 
miloh  cows  with  calves  at  foot 

If  for  any  reason  feed  is  furnished  for  the  live  stock  by  or  through 
the  railway  company,  the  cost  of  the  same  will  be  collected  from  the 
ronsignee  upon  delivery. 

-^M  live  stock  are  required  to  be  loaded  and  unloaded  by  and  at  the 
nsk  of  the  consignor  and  consignee  respectively. 

The  railway  companies  will  not  be  responsible  for  loss,  damage  or 
injuijy  resulting  from  the  acts  of  the  animela  themselves,  nor  for  injury 
to  calves,  hogs  or  other  live  stock  from  suffocation,  exhaustion,  heat  or 

7i£2'  *°^  ^^^®  '^^^  escaping  from  cars. 
»-!  •  ^I'L^'^y  companies  do  not  undertake  to  transport  live  stock 
by  any^prtfcular  tram,  or  within  any  special  time,  or  in  time  for  any 
partiCTilar  njarket  and  will  not  be  losponsible  for  loss  or  damage  in- 
curred by  the  refusal  or  inability  of  connecting  lines  to  receive  and 
forward  live  stock  after  tender  of  delivery. 

MINIMUM  CAR  LOAD  WEIGHTS. 
On  live  stock  shipped  in  car  lots  freight  charges  are  based  on  the 
actual  weight  of  the  shipments,  but  the  minimum  weight  charged  for 
will  not  be  less  th-in  20,000  pounds  on  cars  of  cattle  in  any  length  or  size 
of  car.  With  hogs  and  sheep  the  mimimiim  car  load  weight  is  If?  000 
pounds  for  cars  36  feet  6  inches  in  length,  inside  measurement  '  On 
longer  cars  an  increase  of  5  per  cent  per  foot  or  fraction  thereof  for  the 
additional  length  is  charged. 

*  oFk!^  ^^  ^°T^  or  cattle,  not  weiarhed  at  shipninar  point,  are  billed 
at  ^2,600  pounds,  subject  to  correction  to  actual  wei^t  at  weighine 
station ;  the  minimum  charged  for,  however,  will  not  be  less  than  20  000 
pounds.  Cars  of  horses  or  cattle  n^t  weighed  will  be  charged  for  at  an 
estimated  weight  of  22,500  pou-ids. 


MixB>  Ca«  Load*— When  more  than  one  kind  of  stock  is  loaded 
in  •  ear  the  higbeet  rate  and  minimum  weight  applying  on  any  kind  of 
■took  in  the  ear  will  be  charged. 

1  uPT"?  ^^^  Cab*— The  railway  companies  will  not  fumUh 
donble  deck  cara,  but  shippers  if  they  so  desira  may  instal  decks  at 
their  own  expense  and  risk.  When  this  is  done  the  minimum  weicht  as 
abore  given,  will  still  apply.  * 

TRANSPORTATION  OP  ATTENDANTS. 

The  owners  or  their  agento  mu»t  accompany  each  carload  con- 
signment when  the  disunce  is  over  100  miles,  and  before  they  will  be 
allowed  to  travel  on  the  train  with  the  stock  they  must  sign  a  form 
approved  by  the  Board  of  Railway  Commissioners,  releasing  the  rail- 
**7«^«"  liability  in  case  of  accident  to  them  personally. 

Owners  or  their  agenU  in  charge  of  live  stock  shipments  will  be 
corned  free  and  free  return  transportation  will  be  given.  When  a 
shipment  contains  more  than  one  car  load  the  number  of  persons  ac- 
companying It  may  be  as  follows :  Three  cars  or  less,  one  person ;  over 
three  cars  to  ten  cars,  inclusive,  two  persons;  over  ten  cars,  three  per- 
sons. Not  more  than  three  persons  will  be  passed  with  any  one  ship- 
ment of  live  stock  in  one  train. 

SPECIAL  LIVE  STOCK  TRAINS. 

For  the  more  convenient  and  expeditious  handling  of  live  stock, 
the  railway  companies  operating  in  Saskatchewan  have  arranged  special 
hve  stock  trams  and  shippers  should  inform  themselves  as  to  the  davs 
upon  which  these  trains  are  operated  and  load  their  stock  so  as  "to 
avail  themselves  of  the  special  shipping  facilities. 

The  following  list  gives  particulars  with  regard  to  the  days  on 
which  special  stock  trains  are  operated  at  present  (September,  1919) 
on  the  different  branches  of  the  several  railways,  but  as  it  is  to  be  ex- 
pected that  m  process  of  time  the  railway  companies  will,  in  some 
cases,  improve  the  service  thereby  changing  the  schedule,  shippers  are 
advised  to  confirm  this  information  by  application  to  their  local  rail- 
way agent  On  Canadian  Pacific  lines  stock  should  be  loaded  for  ship- 
ment as  shown  below:
